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Subscribers turn out 
to form water panel

subscribed for state project water 
gathered in Santa Ynez Wednesday to 
form the Water Purveyors Council. 


The turnout delighted proponents who 
proposed the council a few weeks ago. 
On hand were representatives of Lom­ 
poc. Santa Maria. Buellton. Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation D istrict, 
Im provement D istrict I, Southern 
California Water Co., (Orcutt and the 
area south of Santa M aria), Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
C arp in teria. 
Sum m erland. 
Montecito. La Cumbre Mutual Water Co. 
(G o leta a re a ), P a rk W ater Co. 
(Vandenberg Village), and Vandenberg 
Air Force Base. William Laranjo and 
Richard Henning represented the Santa 
Ynez 
R iv e r 
W ater Conservation 
District; Don Jones was there for Park; 
Alan Davidson. Lompoc city attorney. 


and Al Thompson, water superintendent, 
represented Lompoc. 
The group appointed Attorney Stanley 
C. Hatch, temporary chairman. It was 
Hatch who proposed the organization 
some weeks ago in conversations with 
his employers, directors of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation District 


The council appointed a committee of 
attorneys: Hatch, Fred Clough of Santa 
Barbara; Bob Jones of the South County , 
and a yet-to-be-named member of the 
legal department of Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, to write a constitution for 
the council 


In a final action the members ap­ 
proved four broad objectives: I) To 
negotiate terms and conditions of a 
proposed 
co n tract 
between the 
purveyors and Santa Barbara County for 
a supplemental supply of state project 
water prior to the commitment by the 
purveyors to execute the contract 2) To 


provide a means of communication and 
exchange of information concerning 
problems related to state project water 
and other alternative water supplies 
shared by the entities, to encourage 
cooperation and expedite constructive 
action 3) To provide a forum for ideas 
and problems raised by the implementa­ 
tion of the state water project 4) To 
provide input to the county in regard to 
water purveyors’ needs and desires 
related to state water project 
Hatch said the good turnout indicated 
“ there clearly was a community of in­ 
terest in the council concept ” 
Proponents believe the presence of the 
council will be crucial in writing water 
service contracts prior to first deliveries 
rn 1986, and in governing the affairs of 
those who get the water.

Fossil-fuel plant near 
LNG port site 'possible'

There are “ definite possibilities” of in­ 
dustrial growth — including a fossil-fuel 
or nuclear power plant — spreading from 
a liquefied natural gas port proposed 
near Pt Conception, officials of the Of­ 
fice of Environmental Quality believe. 
To study the impact of industries 
feeding off the excess cold the LNG gas­ 
ification process produces, the OEQ 
has submitted a request for the Board of 
Supervisors’ approval to seek a state 
grant from the Coastal Commission. 
The request will go before the board at 
Monday’s session 
Al McCurdy, OEQ environmental 
specialist, this morning said the OEQ 
wants to look into the different "cryo- 
utilization processes” that 
could in­ 
clude fossil-fuel or nuclear power plants. 
power using cold alone as an energy 
source, freeze desalination plants, food- 
processing facilities, petro-chemical. ox­ 
ygen and nitrogen production plants in 
addition to many smaller possible opera­ 
tions. 
The OEQ action comes on the heels of 


a letter, dated Oct. 12. from C .J 
Lowerison J r . manager of right-of-way 
and land for Southern California Edison 
The OEQ requested Aug. 2 that Edison 
give some indication of their intentions 
for the development of their remaining 
800 acres near Pt. Conception 
The land 
was originally purchased in 1967 with the 
intention of constructing a nuclear power 
plant. 
Edison spokesman Dave Barron said 
those plans were dropped in favor of ex 
pansion of San Onofre generating 
facilities and “ partially because of a 
reduction in the forecast of necessary 
load ” 
Western LNG Terminal Associates an­ 
nounced Oct. 14 intentions to apply for a 
permit to build an LNG terminal on 209 
acres of the almost 1,000-acre Edison 
property.

Lowerison’s letter states the land “ was 
originally purchased as a future site for

House approves Social 
Security payment hike 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The House to­ 
day passed a bill raising employer and 
employe taxes to finance Social Security 
into the next century, and allowing elder­ 
ly persons to earn unlimited amounts of 
wages, beginning in 1982. without losing 
retirement benefits. 
The bill also sets Social Security 
benefits for the next 75 years so as to 
give future retirees the same relative 
standard of living as those who retired in 
1976 
At present, retired persons under 72 
may earn only $3,000 in wages free and 
clear Above that they lose ll in Social 
Security pensions for every $2 earned un­ 
til their entire benefit has been eaten up 
By a vote of 268 to 149, the House 
decided to raise this limit to $5,000 in 
1980. $5,500 in 1981, and to remove it en­ 
tirely in 1982 
Rep William Ketchum. R -Calif, who 


proposed the step as an amendment to a 
pending Social Security financing bill. 
said Social Security is not enough to live 
on. and many retirees have to work to 
keep up with taxes and payments on 
their homes 


“ Our retired citizens are practically 
being taxed out of their hom es." 
Ketchum said He implored members to 
“ talk to retired people who eat dog food 
because they are not able to afford 
anything else " 


Opponents argued that Ketchum’s 
proposal would allow a doctor or lawyer 
making $100,000 a year to continue draw­ 
ing full Social Security benefits. 
Rep 
Al Ullm an, D-Oreg., floor 
manager of the bill, said it would change 
Social Security “ from a retirement 
program to an annuity program,” which 
he said was never intended.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - In just two 
years, the United States may have to 
decide whether to resume the draft to fill 
a large and growing manpower shortage 
in the m ilitary reserves, says Gen. Ber­ 
nard W Rogers, the Army’s top com­ 
mander. 
The Army chief of staff said in an in­ 
terview that draft machinery should be 
reactivated now to “ register, classify, 
physically examine and keep track of” 
manpower, and that drafting women will 
have to be considered if the nation turns 
again to non-volunteer military service.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter said today his energy program is 
a test of the national will to guard 
against “ excess windfall profits" by oil 
companies 
In the opening statem ent of his 
nationally broadcast news conference, 
Carter said most of the work already has 
been completed on his tax reform 
package 
But he said he will put off 
sending it up to Capitol Hill until after an 
energy bill and the Social Security 
legislation are completed 
He said Congress needs to have a clear 
slate to be able to handle complex mat­ 
ters Uke tax rates and reform and 
overall economic policy, and that con­ 
gressional leaders have ag/eeu on the 
delay. 
“ Action on a national energy policy is 
a test of the ability of our democratic 
system to respond to a recognized 
threat,” Carter said, “ before it seriously 
damages our nation and our economy.”

Survivor of Pt. Honda seawreck 
disaster returns to remember

George Wallace wanted to see “ one 
more tim e" the place where he escaped 
a seawreck death 54 years ago. 
Wallace was aboard one of seven U S 
Navy destroyers that piled up against the 
rocks and reefs at nearby Point Honda on 
a f°8gy September night in 1923 
His memories of the huge ships 
crashing into jagged cliffs, each other, 
one capsizing, and strenuous rescue 
operations through the cold, black night 
were vivid this week as he stood with his 
wife Lorene at the shoreline site 
Wallace, white-haired at 74. had sur­ 
vived a disaster that claimed the young 
lives of 23 other sailors. 
"The picture stays in my mind, and it 
always will as long as I live,” he said 
Now operating a nursery in Seattle, the 
vacationing Wallaces stopped into the 
Lompoc Record and eagerly studied pic­ 
tures and newspaper accounts of what 
many consider the N avy’s greatest 
peacetime catastrophe 
George left his business card here, in 


case any other Honda survivors pass 
through town seeking mementos of that 
fateful night 
He would love to reunite 
and reminisce with the others, he said 
“ The youngest man would be around 70 
years old now." Wallace said. “ So 
there’re not too many of us left.” 
Which is why they so treasure the 
photographs, the books and articles, the 
shipwreck artifacts — anything to 
perpetuate memory of the disaster 
“ It would make a fantastic movie, but 
I bet the Navy would never go for it.” 
Mrs Wallace said 
The seven Naval destroyers were 
among 14 in Squadron II. en route from 
San Francisco to San Pedro 
On a speed and endurance drill, the 
ships were making 20 knots, or about 25 
mph through the dense fog and rough 
waters between Point Arguelloand Point 
Conception, known as the “ Graveyard of 
the Pacific.” 
In standard destroyer fashion, the 
ships were to "follow the leader," in this 
caseCapt Edward H Watson aboard the 
flag ship Delphy. 
Senate votes to put energy 
tax on some industries

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Senate. 
in a stunning reversal for the pro­ 
industry “ juggernaut,” voted today to 
impose a major tax on industries using 
oil and gas while capable of switching to 
coal. 


Since the House has passed a similar 
tax, it was all but assured that such a 
levy would be included in any final 
energy tax bill that emerges from a 
House-Senate conference. 


The 51-37 vote was an unexpected 
triumph for liberals already bracing for 
a series of defeats on a $40 billion 
program of tax credits and incentives for 
industry. 
Earlier today. Sen Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass., bemoaned the fact that oppo­ 
nents were unable to gamer enough sup­ 
port from Republicans who traditionally 
want to hold down spending 
“ So basically, it s those senators from 
the oil producing states combining with 
the Republicans who are part of the 
juggernaut to undercut the President s 
program," Kennedy said. 
In light of that dilemma, today’s vote 
was all the more surprising 
“ I didn’t think we’d quite make it,” 
said Sen. Henry M Jackson, D-Wash. 
But Jackson conceded he still had an 
“ uphill battle" on his amendment to 
strip Finance Committee chairman Rus­ 
sell Long of the “ blank check" authority 
the MU gives him to write an energy tax 
bill in the conference committee. 
Long has said the Jackson amendment 
— up for a decision later in the day — 


would gut the bill and he would refuse to 
participate in the conference if it passes 
The surprising vote came on an 
amendment by Sen 
Howard Metzen- 
baum, D-Ohio, to impose a tax on in­ 
dustries that use gas and oil although 
capable of changing to coal or other 
fuels. 


Court hearing set

Sup erio r Court Judge Jero m e 
Berenson scheduled a Nov. IO hearing in 
Ventura to determine whether a 17-year- 
old will be treated as a minor or adult 
during his prosecution in the beating 
death of a former Lompoc youth, and the 
rape of his girlfriend 
At the same time, Berenson released 
the name 
of the youth, Ruben Lopez 
Torres, saying the seriousness of the 
crime warranted disclosure. 
Torres is one of three suspects in 
custody for the Oct 14 beating death of 
Paul Yenney Jr., 17, and the battering 
and rape of Linda Fiene, 18, in a dirt field 
behind Channel Islands High School. She 
is still in critical condition 
Johnny Lopez, 
18, Oxnard, was 
arraigned on a charge of first degree 
murder Tuesday and faces a preliminary 
hearing Nov. 8 
A 16-year-old who has 
not been identified also is in custody. 
The Nov. IO hearing will be held in 
juvenile court and will be open to news 
media and the public, Berenson said

He made a 95 degree turn some 50 miles 
North of Point Conception 
Thinking he 
was turning into the Santa Barbara 
Channel, Watson rushed his squadron 
headlong into Honda s 
treacherous 
rocky coastline. 
A Naval Court of Inquiry revealed that 
several d estro yer cap tains and 
navigators had questioned Watson's 
directions, but followed orders, ac­ 
cording to tradition 
“ The Navy hardly recognizes that it 
happened They don t want to talk about 
it.” Wallace said 
“ It’s their greatest 
embarrassment ’’ 
Mem bers 
of the Vandenberg 
Aqualliers Diving Club later recovered 
an anchor of one of the wrecked 
Navyships and placed it on a concrete 
block at the site A plaque there lists the 
names of the seven destroyers lost 
But the Wallaces would like to see the 
23 men wh<f died at Honda memorialized 
at the site. 
“ It’s terrible those boys lost their 
lives, and they don’t have a monument,” 
Mrs Wallace said 
* 
The couple showed a clipping from the 
Santa Cruz Sentinel last December about 
an ex-Navy man s drive to erect such a 
monument. 
The article tells how Joe Silva and his 
wife Mary, who run a summer gift shop 
in town would start a Honda Memorial 
Fund 
They wore “ Remember Honda" 
T-shirts with pictures of the wrecked 
vessels reprinted on them. 
The Silvas has contacted Elwyn 
Overshiner, the brother of a youth who 
died at Honda, who is writing a book 
called “ 95 Degrees to Eternity." 
They vowed to solicit support from 
civic organizations, take the matter to 
Congress, write to President Carter, an 
ex-Navy man himself 
Silva wrote Earle Sweetland. vice 
president of the Lompoc Chamber of 
Commerce, who took Silva on a tour of 
Honda 
Sweetland told Silva that a detailed 
report on the size and scope of the 
proposed monument would have to be 
submitted to VAFB. which would pass it 
up for acceptance by the Department of 
Defense

ing permission for donation of the monu­ 
ment would prove a time consuming 
procedure.

Gas company, ranchers

Both Stewart, who worked ex­ 
tensively with the LNG Ter­ 
minal Act of 1977 — SB 1081 — 
and McKinney are central cogs 
in the statewide LNG issue 
A side attraction of the talk, 
sponsored by Santa Barbara 
City College, was a young man 
who announced to the press and 


anyone who would listen that he

Woods said he 
didn t think financing would be 
available for an offshore site 
"because one hasn t been built 
yet.' thus increasing a lender’s

Added onshore oil drilling 
control narrowly defeated

A proposed county zoning or­ 
dinance amendment designed 
to give the County Planning 
Commission latitude to impose 
added conditions on onshore oil 
drilling operations was rejected 
by a 5-4 vote Wednesday by the 
commission 
The amendment — pertaining 
to operations outside es­ 
tablished oil fields in the county 
— was opposed by Western Oil 
and Gas Assn . and Union Oil 
Co 
on the grounds that suf­ 
ficient protection for the public 
now exists under the county 
petroleum 
ordinance 
and 
special oil drilling combining 
regulations of the county zoning 
ordinance 
Acting County Petroleum Ad 
ministrator Wendell Nichols 
also gave the opinion that pre 
sent controls were adequate. 
with additional safeguards 
provided by environm ental 
review and the commission s 
public hearings 
Nichols infuriated Commis­ 
sioner Charis Bratt. of Goleta 
when he said the proposed or­ 
dinance change conceivably 
could result in having the com­ 
mission decree that "pumpers 
be painted pink" if it choose to 
do so 
Mrs Bratt said that she felt 
this was a "s illy " example of 


the proposed added controls 
which she pointed out could 
only be "necessary to protect 
the public safety, health and 
welfare " 
The commission was told that 
the ordinance change had been 
proposed as a result of a

TAFT (U PI) — Equipm ent problem s tem porarily delayed an a t­ 
tem pt today by oil fire expert Red Adair to douse an oil well blaze 
that began w ith an explosion which killed th ree men at the Elk 
Hills Naval Oil R eserve 
Anita Powell, a spokesman a t Elk Hills, said w eather conditions 
were generally favorable for the attem pt to use plastic explosives 
to blow out he fire But she said Adair needed m ore tim e than ex­ 
pected to get his equipm ent ready 
We now anticipate the first attem pt will occur about m idday," 
she said 
There is no reason to believe it will be delayed beyond 
today " 
Adair, whose c a re e r of putting out oil and gas well fires has span­ 
ned 30 years and earned him a worldwide reputation, originally 
planned the first attem pt for shortly after sunrise 


Adair said he decided to try blasting out the fire in the 7.000-foot 
deep well after he learned that an estim ated I billion barrels of oil 
were in the underground reserv e and that it could take years to 
burn out on its own 
The rig exploded late Tuesday, spewing oil and flam es 150 feet 
into the air and killing three w orkers who w ere suspended above 
the the well in a basket 
Kern County F ire D epartm ent Capt Ron M arshall said the three 
men w ere hurled 50 feet from the rig by the blast. 
O n e man got up and tried to run. but he collapsed a fte r about 
125 teet, 
M arshall said “ All th eir clothes w ere burned off Twoof 
them were w earing their heavy work boots." 
The victim s w ere identified as George Vanhoozen. 35, Mark 
M orvant. 27. and Bobby Fuqua. 38. all of whom w ere em ployed by 
H ydrolic W orkover S erv ices. Inc., a L ouisiana firm with 
headquarters in nearby Bakersfield 
U nder A dair’s directions, oil field w orkers assem bled ten 500- 
gallon w ater b arrels near the well and poured w ater into the in­ 
ferno to cool it and keep the flam es from spreading 
The fire burned in only one well, which w as governm ent owned 
There were no com m ercial w ells located in the rem ote desert area 
about 140 m iles north of Los Angeles

the R M S Suilven to take them across a 
stretch of the Atlantic Ocean to the port 
of Stornaway on the Isle of Lewis, where 
they were to spend the next two days 
The small hotel room in Stornaway 
was heated 
This discovery was quite 
welcome The town is like a Scandina­ 
vian 
fishing village 
Truckloads of 
freshly 
aught fish were often seen as 
the\ 
were trucked to some point for 
processing 
This seemed like a good 
place to try the kippered herring for 
breakfast 
No one seemed to need 
anything else to eat all day 
th e itinerary called for a trip to the 
Butt of Lewis — the northern coastline 
The road led through often barren 
country over which were peat deposits 
which is the exclusive fuel for the people 
living in the area 
There were several 
villages scattered over the countryside 
The first stop was to visit the Black 
House 
a museum. The house had been 
lived in and preserved from the 1800s It 
was built into the earth at the back and 
had a thatched roof Standing on the dirt 
floor of the dimly lit room within, one 
could only wonder just how people could 
live cooped up in such a room 
It was warmed by an open peat fire in 
the center and there was no outlet for the 
smoke 
All the routines of living were 
carried on in a sm all space, even to the 
Sorority notes

At this location, the ancient 
D ruid s ca rried out th eir religiou s 
cerem onies There are several locations 
of standing stones precisely arranged 
throughout Britain, including the well­ 
known Stonehenge 


The struggle to preserve the local iden­ 
tity is going on in this part of the 
Hebrides also Near the hillock on which 
the standing stones are located is a hall 
in a school devoted to the preservation 
and presentation of local artifacts that 
relate to their past and present living 
Much of the work had been done by 
schoolchildren under the guidance of a 
knowledgeable teacher 
A few blocks 
away there is a museum devoted to the 
history and geology of the area. 


The building of many expensive stone 
houses throughout the area was a puzzle 
until it was explained that many of the 
men flew to various places along the 
North Sea coast to work in the oil in­ 
dustry that is expanding there. On the 
farm s, entire fam ilies were out raking 
up the harvest of grain and piling it in 
wooden forms 
Only occasionally was 
mechanized equipment in evidence 
There are absolutely no shops in any of 
this section of country Trucks specializ­ 
ing in groceries, m eat, dry goods, tools, 
and anything else that people might buy 
bring the supplies to people’s homes 
Lunch was provided in a fam ily-style 
restau ran t, and 
included 
the usual 
wonderfully good hot soup plus a several 
course meal and dessert, typical of 
m eals on the trip Dinner was along the 
sam e pattern 
Everywhere the service 
was quite elaborate 
The trip back to the mainland and on to 
Glasgow was routed over much of the 
sam e country which we had already pas­ 
sed through, and it was a wonderful op­ 
portunity to gather as m any'images in 
mind of the beautiful countryside as pos­ 
sible. 
One such image is of the brilliantly 
colored flower gardens by the homes, es­ 
pecially those on the mainland. Places 
that had been passed in the rain or over­ 
cast skies before were sometimes il­ 
lumined like m agic by the sun. 
The trip ended on Saturday — too soon 
as the new friends on the tour said their 
good-bys A lovely thought softened the 
regret of leaving behind all the beauty 
that was experienced There are so many 
other islands to travel through such as 
Iona. Mull and Ju ra, that new trips were 
already taking form in the minds of 
many of those leaving the bus — in­ 
cluding the Sinclairs

It all depends on how you 
look at it 
The nun is the Am erican 
180, a Buc k Boners piece that 


is aimed by laser beam and 


fires at the astonishing rate 
of 30 shells a second. The 
U.S Park police have been 
training on the weapon for 
more than a y e a r; the Secret 
Service and F B I are among 
more than 300 other Am eri­ 
can police agencies using 
the rifle 
The gun doesn't look like a

Navy doctor pursues

U P I > — A Navy 
pediatrician is having a hard 
time convincing the military 
that he should be given con­ 
scientious objector status 
Navy Lt 
Cmdr William E 
McCord 
who 
is presently 
stationed at Adak in the Aleu­ 
tian Islands, has been trying to 
convince his superiors of his 
sincerity for a year He has nine 
more months to make his case 
before his m ilitary obligation is 
completed 
McCord, 31, signed on with 
the Navy as a medical student 
and in his senior year at the 
University of Georgia medical 
school began drawing pay as an 
officer He completed a year’s 
internship and three years of 
residency 
at 
Balboa Naval 
Hospital 
in San Diego after 
college. 
In Ju ly , 1975, he 
becam e 
a 
h o sp ital 
s ta ff 
member, agreed to a three-year 
obligation and accepted two in­ 
centive pay bonuses of $9,000 


But says McCord, he began to 
think more and more about con­ 
te n tio u s objector beliefs as 
the months of service rolled by 
Then on Get 22. 1976, he was 
to!

That proximity ‘ heightened 
mv 
awareness of my beliefs 
about the m ilitary,” McCord 
said 
He said he watched a 
Veterans Day special on televi­ 
sion three davs later 
"And so it was on Veterans 
Day Oct 25, 1976,1 became as­ 
sured and convinced sincerely 
and honestly that I am a con­ 
scien tio u s o b je c to r, that 
because of my religious trai­ 
ning. beliefs and moral convic­ 
tions 
I cannot participate in 
wars in any form 
under any 
circumstances,” he said 
He filed a petition for dis­ 
charge as a conscientious objec­ 
tor but the Navy and — on a 
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new generation of firepower. 
Its pistol 
grip stock and 
barrel cooling tins are rem ­ 
iniscent of the Thompson 
submachine gun of the 1920s 
And its circular cartridge 
magazine is not unlike that 
of the Lewis guns which 
were bolted to the fusilages 
of a thousand World W ar I 
fighter planes 
But under the skin the 
American 180 is devastat­ 
ingly new 
The laser beam 
locks it precisely on target, 
and when activated the gun 
fires 177 rounds in a scant six 
seconds The rifle uses nim­ 
ble .22 cartridges which con­ 
tain 40 grains of lead apiece, 
thus the six second burst 
contains 7.000 grains, deadly 
to any living thing 
U.S. Park police sergeant 
Carl Clipper says the 180’s 
full magazine can be fired 
into 
a 
four-inch 
bullse\e 


from a distance of 35 yards. 
The laser keeps it zeroed it, 
and the weapon’s balance all 
but eliminates barrel climb. 
Clipper indicates that the 
foot-pound 
force 
of 
the 
American 180 could chop a 
human being in half. 
But withering power isn’t 
the only function of the 180. 
The rifle’s developer says 
it is essentially a humane 
gun Charles Goff of the Salt 
I -ake City based Am erican 
International Corp. says the 
180 can cow a victim without 
a shot being fired 'Once the 
laser beam hits a man, he 
knows he’s had it; usually, 
he’ll give up." 
Goff says the intimidation 
aspect of the rifle has had 
several tests in the three 
years its been on the police- 
m ilitary market. Guards at 
Utah state penitentiary, for 
example, have successfully 


stopped a potential riot w ith 
an unloaded 180. "All they 
did," says Goff, "was fix the 
laser beam on the ringlead­ 
ers; that did it." 


I ne laser beam is a pencil- 
thin stream of scarlet light. 
It is flashed from a battery 
operated unit hooked under 
the gun’s muzzle. On target, 
the beam appears as a red 
dot, clearly visible to both 
the 
shooter and 
shootee. 
Coff says that dot is the 
electronic equivalent of a 
bullet hole: "That’s why a 
suspect 
should 
q u ickly 
surrender." 


To 
insure 
intimidation, 
Goff says police forces pres­ 
ently have use the assist­ 
ance of propaganda. Since 
the 
weapon 
is 
relatively 
new, and its reputation as 
yet confined, crim inals must 
be instructed as to the rela­ 


tionship between the laser 
dot and death 
Goff says 
police bullhorns are often 
used to educate fleeing or 
barricaded felons. 
Then too, the laser educa­ 
tion can be presented more 
bluntly. In Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., Goff says, police re­ 
cently had to kill one suspect 
in order to save a second. 
The suspects were exchang­ 
ing fire with the cops and 
would not be intimidated by 
'alk of laser dots; when one 
man was blown away, how 
ever, his sobered companion 
yielded. 
For all of its physicial and 
sociological potential, how­ 
ever, the Am erican 180 has 
deficiencies as well. An F B I 
agent says "it takes all day 
to load the 177 shells. It is 
also heavy, 12 pounds with 
laser. And it is expensive: 
Coff says the rifle itself sells 


tor soul), and the cost ot tne 
laser unit is at least $700 
more. 


Further, the 180 has lim ­ 
ited use in daylight. Outside 
in the sun the laser dot is 
lifficult to see and almost 
impossible

Clipper says the gun does 
have some use indoors dur­ 
ing the day, "But it’s not a 
routine weapon, it’s good 
only for special use, and for 
the most part that means 
during the hours of dark­ 
ness." 


Still, Clipper adds, the ad­ 
vantages of the 180 are hard 
to ignore.

aimed weapons can not be 
used for fear of hitting inno­ 
cent bystanders. Given the 
180’s laser beam, however, 
Clipper

apparently gaining in popu­ 
larity. Goff says the 180 is in 
demand by m ilitary as well 
as police units And foreign 
governments are among the 
most interested buyers. Goff 
says the Israeli authorities 
have purchased the rifle, but 
he refuses to name others; 
'Most buyers," he says, "are 
not interested in publicity."

- Americans have been at 
peace with the people to the 
north since the War of 1812. 
Now 
the 
tranquility 
is 
threatened U.S. and Cana­ 
dian woodcutters are locked 
in a desperate economic bat­ 
tle that is being fought with 
fists, clubs, axes, torches 
and increasingly shrill cries 
for one another’s heads. 
So far the combat has been 
confined to the forests of 
Maine 
American loggers 
here charge that they are 
being squeezed out of busi­ 
ness by Canadian workers 
who commute across the 
border. The U.S. cutters say 
the Canadians are being 
hired because they work on 
the cheap, and consequently 
families of domestic loggers 
’go hungry." 
Tempers are as thin as the 
rhetoric is thick Out of work 
Yanks are reported to be 
banding together to 
plot 
guerilla activity And Amer­ 
icans who are still employed 
are often in on the skirm­ 
ishes for reasons of national­ 
ism and 
brotherhood. 
In 
some 
camps, 
U.S. 
men 
refuse to work if they are 
outnumbered 
by 
French­ 
mans dian laborers. 
for a time, earlier in the 
year, the animosity 
was 
mostly verbal. The different 
nationalities 
would 
argue 
their cases; the debating 
was usually heated resent­ 
ments were piled up, some­ 
times scuffles would result, 
but the worst that happened 
was that the gas tanks of 
Canadian operated trucks 
would be spoiled with sugar. 
Then the violence came. 
In recent months a Canadian 
.'amp has been burned out. 
Some Canadian teamsters 
have been forced off the 
roads by unyielding U.S. 
vehicles. In August a group 
of Americans raided an an­ 
't anadian camp owned by 
the St. Regis paper compa­ 
ny 
axes and clubs were 
allegedly used to chase 19 
foreigners into the woods. 
At that, the recent vio- 
ence is as nothing when 
stacked against rumors of 
future proposals. A St. Regis 
executive says he has infor­ 


mation that militant Ameri­ 
cans may be planning a 
’scorched 
earth" 
assault. 
The official says the loggers 
could "quite easily* set off 
massive forest fires to drive 
home the point of their frus­ 
trations. 
Indeed, the frustrations of 
the American loggers are 
such that observers believe 
anything is possible. Wayne 
Birmingham, president of 
the militant Maine Wood­ 
cutters 
Association, 
says 
bluntly: "The men are losing 
hope. I don’t condone vio­ 
lence, but I understand their 
feelings. When you take a 
man’s job, you have cut him 
to the bone." 
Just how many jobs have 
been taken is unknown. Offi­ 
cial figures indicate that 
1,800 of Maine’s 4,000 wood­ 
cutters are imported from 
Canada. However, Birming­ 
ham says he thinks the num­ 
ber is more than 50 percent: 
"That’s a hell of a note, isn’t 
it, 
if 
ypu 
have 
foreign 
loggers workmg at more 
than half the available jobs 
here?" 
Whatever the number of 
Canadian workers, they re­ 
portedly receive fairly de­ 
cent remuneration for their 
labor. In addition to $300-$ 
400 a week in wages, Canadi­ 
ans pay no insurance premi­ 
ums, 
they 
often 
claim 
enough dependents, real or 
imagined, to forego income 
tax, and they sometimes get 
retirement 
benefits 
from 
both the U.S. and Canada. 


Meanwhile, Birmingham 
grumps that the situation for 
working domestic loggers is 
not so rosy. Because of in­ 
vestments 
in 
equipment 
(many loggers have $100,000 
or more in trucks, skidders, 
etc.), the weekly wage does 
not stretch far Birmingham 
says he worked two decades 
in the Maine woods, only to 
lose everything to debt in 
1975.

on strike. But this pressure 
has perhaps been counter­ 
productive; 
Birmingham

Publically, the paper con­ 
cerns

Birmingham’s 
charges are false. Privately, 
however, some paper offi­ 
cials 
admit 
appreciation 
that Canadians do tend to 
work harder than Ameri­ 
cans ("Some work 70 hours a 
week, and put in for 40, just 
to keep the job"). Also, say. 
paper people, the Canadians 
are not so militant and de­ 
manding as U.S. loggers 
In essence then, says B ir­ 
mingham, the situation for 
American cutters is vici­ 
ously circular 
The 
U.S. 
loggers won’t work if they 
cant make a living wage, yet 
the paper firms won’t con­ 
sider living wages if Canadi­ 
ans are willing to work for 
the 
prevailing 
compensa­ 
tion. "We fight like hell," 
sighs Birmingham, "and get 
nowhere." 


Enter the violence of re­ 
cent months. Wayne B ir­ 
mingham says that "when 
talk fails, some people try 
other means." One other 
means being tried, accord­ 
ing to Canadian lobbers, is 
sabotage on the job. Accord­ 
ingly, many of the foreign 
com m uters 
have 
been 
warned by their foremen to 
check vehicular brakes, and 
so forth, just in case. 
"We 
want 
no 
trouble," 
says Canadian logging un­ 
ionist Zoel Bosse, "but at the 
same time we can’t just run 
from it.’ Irately, few Canadi­ 
ans 
have

Some are reported to be 
organizing 
watch 
groups 
and defense 
associations. 
Both sides agree on one 
thing: the sadly escalating 
trouble is not soon to blow 
over. 


TORONTO- ( N E A ) -The 
government says John Min- 
nery is one of Canada’s most 
notorious authors. Hence his 
published book is not to be 
found in the libraries here, 
nor is it on the bookstore 
shelves. By law, no one in 
Canada is to have the work,

To Kill ” According to Min­ 
nery it is an absorbing study 
of ways to abrogate with 
extreme prejudice The au­ 
thor tells of IO methods of 
murder, including decapita­ 
tion, dubbing, and pistol 
use. One chapter contains a 
discussion of how to spilt 
heads with hatchets. 
Minnery calls the book a 
godsend for police officers 
and military soldiers "who 
deal in this sort of thing." 
The Canadian government 
calls it trash Published in 
the United States, "How To 
Kill is not permitted entry

are as incendiary as “How 
To Kill." There is a report 
this year that one Canadian 
customs officer has seized a 
poster of Farrah Fawcett 
Majors.

Continentally, the situa­ 
tion is something of a turna­ 
bout from days past. Years 
ago easily embarrassed U S 
sentries used to seize French 
postcards 
smuggled 
in 
through Quebec. Now, while 
the U.S. lets almost anything 
through, Canada has fash- 


peculiar 
interpretations. 
Customs officer George Rus­ 
sell says definitions of the 
law are a problem: "Vio­ 
lence is one thing, sex anoth­ 
er. If you write a book about 
someone killing his mother, 
that is allowed; but if there 
were pictures, and mother 
was naked, I don’t know." 
For all the value confu­ 
sion, though. Russell says 


the censorship matter is not 
a controversial one. "Cana­ 
dians are not like Americans 
in this respect. We don’t 
tolerate 
everything. 
The 
only time the public com­ 
plains about censorship here 
is when we let something 
nasty slip through." 
That isn’t often. In addi­ 
tion to the federal censors 
(directed by 60 year old John 
Merner, a 
former 
Army 
colonel who "hates to open 
dirty books before morning 
coffee"), each of Canada’s IO 
provinces has a 
censure 
board of its own. "Our lith 
commandment," says Rus­ 
sell, "is ’Thou Shalt Not Be 
Aroused.’" 
The commandment could 
yet be modified. The ques­ 
tion of provincial censor­ 
ship, at least, is currently 
being tested in Canada's su­ 
preme court. A Halifax jour­ 
nalist has won all lower 
court battles against Nova 
Scotia’s 1974 prohitition of 
*I.ast Tango in Paris." The 
betting here is he’ll also win 
at the top. 
Yet even if provincial cen­ 
sorship is ultimately struck 
down, it will do no good for 
John Minnery. The Cana­ 
dian customs laws rigidly 
follow obscenity guidelines 
handed down by the courts. 
Thus few have bothered to 
fight the statute. Neither 
Minnery or his publisher 
have any intention of doing 


Still, the author of "How 
To Kill* says he has been 
mishandled 
by

authorities. He says publica­ 
tions "worse than mine are 
for sale every day in the 
stores." Currently, he says, 
Canadian magazine racks 
carry copies of an American 
magazine which features a 
step by step article on gar­ 
roting.

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Novel about Rosenbergs 
earns 'outrageous' label 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - It 
would be hard to write about 
Robert Coover’s newest book — 
or in fact any of his books — 
without using the word "out­ 
rageous.” 
One would be forced to rely 
on such words as “ imaginati­ 
ve,” “ o rig in a l,” “ w ild ,” 
“ provocative” and “ brilliant.” 
Fortunately, that is not 
necessary and a reviewer can 
say that Coover’s “ The Public 
Burning” is outrageous 
Which it is 
The book, published recently 
by Viking Press of New York 
($12 95), concerns itself with 
three days in June, 1953, when 
Ethel and Julius Rosenberg 
were put to death for treason. 
Coover combines fiction and 
non-fiction in this book, which 
he calls “ a novel.” Thus he 
gains the advantages of both 
forms of writing and keeps his 
readers on their toes to deter­ 
mine whether any given state­ 
ment is a result of exact 
reporting or is a creation of 
Coover's rampant imagination. 
For instance, it is undoubted 
that the Rosenbergs were ex­ 
ecuted by the government. 
They w ere not, how ever, 
burned publicly in New York’s 
Times Square 
But the most audacious part 
of Coover’s performance is 
writing alternate chapters from 
within the brain of then-vice- 
president Richard Nixon The 
Coover-created Nixon discloses 
his innermost thoughts as he 
reviews the case and forms for 
himself an attachment with 
Ethel Rosenberg that ends in a 
sexual scene in prison 
As badly as Nixon comes off, 


he is presented as a human be­ 
ing with doubts and regrets, 
which is a better deal than 
Coover gives some of the other 
actual historical figures that 
populate the novel, including 
then-president Dwight Eisen­ 
hower. 
Woven through the lengthy 
book is the running battle 
between a two-sided “ Uncle 
Sam” and the Phantom, obvi­ 
ously the personification of the 
Communist world 
“ Sam,” a combination hokum 
artist and personfication of 
“ good,” 
is alternately all- 
powerful and hopelessly bewil­ 
dered 
His miracle-working 
seems to be a part-time thing 
leaving him at times incapable 
of dealing with the simplest 
moves of “ the Phantom.” 
In a word Coover’s latest is 
“ outrageous ” 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - It 
is always a pleasure to read of 
con men getting conned. 
And perhaps one of the most 
spectacular examples of this 
took place in Washington, D. C., 
last year when a team of police 
and F B I men convinced local 
hoods that they were part of the 
M afia and conducted an 
elaborate fencing operation — 
complete with an evidence- 
gathering. hidden videotape 
camera. 
The story of the operation — 
imitated successfully later in 
various parts of the country — 
is told by Ron Shaffer, Kevin 
Klose and Alfred E. Lewis of 
the Washington Post in “ Sur­ 
prise' Surprise!,” recently pub­ 
lished by Viking Press of New 


York ($10). 
The “ Sting-type” operation 
was a wild success and was 
climaxed by a surprise party 
thrown by the group at which 
those who had fenced stolen 
merchandise were promised 
women, booze, drugs and a door 
prize for everyone. 
Those who showed up at the 
“ party” were told, “ You’ve 
just won the door prize. I ’m a 
police officer and you’re under 
arrest.”

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Student suicide incidents 
reach epidemic proportions

Dear Mom and Dad, 
“ I ’ve thought it over carefully and I ’ve 
decided life is just too much of a hassle. 
“ Please don’t blame yourselves; you’ve tried 
really hard and I know you love me and I love 
you. I just want all of toe feelings to stop. 
“ P. S. I fed Buffy and changed her litter box. 
Please take good care of her for me.” 
That suicide note from a girl, 16, is in a report 
by psychiatrists at the University of Louisville 
School of Medicine in Kentucky. 
The report is not in a medical journal. Rather, 
it is in Today’s Education, journal of the 
National Education Association. 
Dr. John J Schwab and associates aim their 
words on suicide at teachers for a sad reason: 
“ Depression and suicide among American 
youth have become massive health and social 
problems that are reaching epidemic propor­ 
tions. 
“ Suicide is the third most common cause of 
death (after accidents and homicides) in young 
people between the ages of 15 and 24. Each year 
more than 4,000 persons in this age group kill 
themselves.” 
Schwab, head of the University’s Department 
of Psychiatry and Behavioral Sciences, said 
alarming as these figures may be, adolescent 
suicides are underreported 
The actual number is higher. Due to social and 
family pressures, many suicides go down as ac­ 


cidental deaths. 
Authorities estimate that the annual rate of 
suicide among teen-agers 15 to 19 has more than 
tripled since 1954 
Educators working with teen-agers often are 
among the first to spot the symptoms of depres­ 
sion and other indicators of possible suicide 
“ Teachers should trust their own ... feelings in 
assessing a potentially suicidal young person, 
the psychiatrists said 
“ Often gut reactions are the most sensitive 
yardstick. Teachers may have an uneasy feeling 
that a child might hurt himself or herself.” 
Teachers can discuss their feelings with the 
young person and can actively assist the student 
to find help. 
The first sign might be marked behavior 
changes. Some examples 
— An outgoing child or an obnoxious child sud­ 
denly becomes quiet, sullen and withdrawn 
— A hostile child suddenly becomes overly 
solicitous and ingratiating toward the teacher 
and peers 


— A quiet child becomes very active and 
restless or perhaps becomes the clown Clow­ 
nish behavior may be a mask for underlying 
depression and helplessness 


The psychiatrists asked teachers to remember 
that suicidal youths frequently are grieving over 
a loss loss of human contact, loss of love, loss of 
face, or loss of ideals 


Bobcats trigger widespread controversy 


YU BA CITY (U P I) - Animal 
lovers, trappers, state and 
federal officials are crossing 
swords over the status of 
California’s bobcat 
They can’t even agree on how 
many of the shy little creatures 
exist 
The bobcat is wise in his own 
way, the Defenders of Wildlife 
organization says, but he's not 
much of a match for a baited 
trap — he’s easy prey — too 
easy. 
Trappers averaged $133 for 


each bobcat pelt last year, a 
report from the state Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game said, 
and that’s the rub Protection­ 
ists 
believe 
skyrocketing 
market values are putting so 
much pressure on the spotted, 
golden brown cats that they 
could become extinct 
Reacting to a petition from 
the wildlife defenders, the U S 
Endangered Species Scientific 
A uthority has e ffe ctive ly 
b arred the export of a ll 
American bobcat pelts from the 


United States after Nov I In 
addition, the U S 
Fish and 
Wildlife Service is considering 
placement of bobcat on the list 
of endangered or threatened 
species — meaning he could not 
be trapped for the domestic fur 
market 
Such a move would also bring 
the stubby-tailed cats under 
federal regulation, much like 
m igrating 
w aterfow l 
and 
mourning doves, and that’s got 
California authorities mighty 
upset. 


“ We feel that through the 
regulatory powers of the Fish 
and Game Commission we are 
capable of managing our bobcat 
as a wildlife resource,” said 
Gordon I Gould Jr., assistant 
wildlife manager-biologist for 
the California Department of 
Fish and Game 
Heaviest bobcat concentra­ 
tions are in the coastal moun­ 
tains near San Diego and in the 
foothills of the northern Sierra 
— Modoc and Lassen counties.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - It became official Wednesday 
— Dan Belluoumini will succeed his boss and friend Bob 
Gaillard as head basketball coach at the University of San 
Francisco next year. 
Gaillard. who has been U SF ’s basketball coach and 
athletic director the last five vears, announced more than a 
month ago the 1977-’78 season will be his last because the fun 
has gone out of the game for him. 
Gaillard told a news conference Wednesday that the deci­ 
sion had been made for Belluoumini to succeed him as 
basketball coach starting with the 1978-79 season. Gaillard 
had strongly recommended Belluoumini for the job and USF 
president Father John LoSchiavo concurred 
“ I ’m very happy that Dan will be my successor,” said 
Gaillard. “ He certainly worked hard to earn the right to con­ 
tinue the excellent basketball tradition at USF ” 
A decision on a new athletic director will be made at a 
later date, according to a school official 
The 36-year-old Belluoumini turned down an offer from 
Austin Peay earlier this year because he did not want to 
leave his native San Francisco. Then. Gaillard decided he no 
longer wanted the USF job. 
“ I ’m going to be very realistic about the hard work in­ 
volved in keeping the USF basektball program at the top 
level it is at now,” said Belluoumini 
'T m very happy by the confidence USF showed in making 
an early decision For me. this is something I always wanted 
and I really appreciate the opportunity to coach at a school 
with such an athletic heritage ” 
Gaillard. who plans a business career after he steps down, 
took USF to a 29-2 season in 976-’77 and won Coach of the 
Year honors However, after the Dons won 29 in a row 
without a loss, they were beaten by Notre Dame in the final 
regular season game and by Nevada-Las Vegas in the open­ 
ing round of the NCAA Playoffs 
Belluoumini said he doesn t think the University expects to 
go 29-2 every year, but that it is committed to continued 
excellence in its basketball program 
By the time Belluoumini moves in as head coach stars Bill 
Cartwright, James Hardy and Winford Boynes, all recruited 
by Gaillard. will be seniors But there is speculation the 
three will pass up their final year and instead turn profes­ 
sional. 
Belluoumini and Gaillard played on the same team at USF 
for one year — 1961-’62 
Gaillard went on to win 
honors as a player while Belluoumini didn t However, while 
Galliards interests have widened to other sports in recent 
years — he has a two handicap in golf and plays tennis 
almost as well — Belluoumini’s have centered around his 
favorite game .

Glimpse at life 
cycle of salmon 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
There are a lot of similarities 
between our war with the 
Seminole Indians. 1835-1842, 
and a conflict we had more than 
a century later in Southeast 
Asia 
The war is now called the 
Seminole War. but in its day 
was dubbed "Andv Jackson’s 
War " Gen Thomas S Jesup, 
who lost his reputation during 
the seven-year war, said, "This 
is a Negro, not an Indian War ” 
Most Northerners termed it "a 
dirty little war of aggression " 
The story of the war is told by 
historian George Walton in 
"Fearless & Free The Semi­ 
nole Indian War." recently 
published bv Bobbs-Merrill Co 
of New York ($13 95). 
"A comparative handful of 
savages had fought them (the 
Army) to a draw for seven 
years 
the Seminole War 
caused a division in the nation 
— a division that a century 
would not eradicate ” 
It cost the young nation as 
high as $40 million and Martin 
Van Buren his re-election It 
also cost us our reputation For 


when the war entered a new 
phase. Gen Jesup "would dis­ 
regard all rules of civilized 
warfare In dealing with the 
savages he would be ruthless — 
he would be savage." Walton 
says 
After battles with such in­ 
comprehensible names as 
Withlacoochie. Welika Pond. 
Wahoo Swamp. Locksahatchee 
and false peaces of all kinds and 
ruined military’ reputations, an 
unofficial peace was finally 
arrived at simply because there 
were only about IOO Seminoles 
left in Florida 
The Army had a song about 
the false peaces that went "And 
yet tis not an endless War — As 
Facts will plainly show — Hav­ 
ing been ended forty times — In 
twenty months or so " 
"In 1853 a mere handful in the 
Congress opposed the Florida 
conflict as a war of aggression 
— as a war in defense of sl­ 
avery.' Walton writes "As the 
War continued, as the cost in 
dollars and men soared, more 
and more of those who had led 
us down the primrose path 
reversed their positions "

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Asa 
diamond and jewelry buyer. 
Sallie M 
Morton has made 
productive trips to numerous 
foreign countries but she drew 
a blank recently in Soviet Rus­ 
sia 
She and a group of other 
buyers, representing 30 jewelry 
shops in the I nited States went 
to Leningrad hopeful of buying 
some Russian diamonds 
"We were told that we would 
not even be permitted to see 
diamonds for sale wholesale un­ 
til we guaranteed we would buy 
$350,000 worth of them and 
were told we had to put $100,000 
down 
in advance We were 
not ready for that and needless 
to say we bought no diamonds 
in Russia " 
Mrs Morton president of the 
American Gem Society, said 
she had heard that the Russians 
are mining their own diamonds, 
selling some on their own and 
some through De Beers, the in­ 
ternational marketing combine. 
There is virtually no buying 
of diamonds in Russia at the 
retail level as far as we could 
learn," she said 
One department store in Red 
Square that her group visited 
had a gem department but 
there was a long line of persons 
waiting to see them 
"We were told that there 
would be a two- to three-hour 
wait and we didn t have the 
time to spend." she said "I 
don t know who the people were 
who were waiting in line 
Perhaps they were just 
window-shopping " 
Mrs Morton did get to view a 


display of czarist crown jewels 
and a few samples of diamond 
cutting at a place called the 
Golden Treasury 
"We saw a horse bridle with 
numerous emeralds each worth 
thousands of dollars, row- 
after row of emeralds.” she 
said "It was breathtaking ” 
It is no secret that consumer 
goods are in short supply in 
Russia and Mrs Morton saw a 
graphic example at the Red 
Square department store 
"The store looked like a car­ 
nival setting with booths for 
various merchandise.” she 
said "In the shoe department, 
buyers were lined up 
They 
stood and asked for a particu­ 
lar pair of shoes, then still 
standing, tried on the shoes " 
Her group wanted to hold a 
cocktail party at their hotel, so 
some of the men went shopping 
for potato chips and other 
munchies 
"The men went to a deli-tvpe 
store.’’ she said, "and all they 
got was some horrible tasting 
bread " 
Chewing gum and American 
jeans are highly prized by 
young people in Russia, she 
reported 
"We had youngsters come up 
to us in the street and offer us 
the equivalent of $40 or $50 for a 
pair of jeans which, of course. 
we didn't have I don’t know 
where they got the money 
"Other kids would come up to 
us and say pleadingly, ‘Gum, 
gum.” ’ 
Mrs 
Morton and her hus­ 
band. a watchmaker, have 
owned a jewelry shop in San

SALEM. Ore (UPI) - For 
untold centuries, salmon have 
left fresh water streams, 
struggled to unknown places in 
the Pacific Ocean, then re­ 
turned inland, reproduced and 
died 
Not many persons are able to 
witness any of it but in Salem, 
in a creek winding through 
town, it is commonplace to see 
at least the beginning and the 
end of the fall chinook salmon’s 
life cycle 
There is nothing unusual in a 
Pacific Northwest salmon run 
but most runs have the atten­ 
tion only of commercial or 
sport fishermen 
In Salem, a major fall 
chinook run comes into Mill 
Creek from the Willamette 
River each fall to spawn, usual­ 
ly in late September or early 
October, and is there for 
every one to see Fishing in the 
creek, limited to juveniles most 
of the year, is closed in 
September and October 
The creek and two streams 
connected to it, Shelton Ditch 
and Pringle Creek, meander 
through the city, giving viewers 
easy looks from bridges and 
banks at the gravel beds where 
the massive fish lay their eggs 
The eggs hatch and the small 
salmon leave for the ocean 
when they are about three in­ 
ches long They come back in 
two age groups, some as 3-year- 
olds and some in their fourth 


year The 4-year-olds weigh as 
much as 25 to 30 pounds in their 
prime 
The trip is at least 185 miles. 
The salmon leave the Pacific 
Ocean, travel up the Columbia 
River to Portland, turn into the 
Willamette River, up the 
Willamette to Salem and then 
into tiny Mill Creek 
Joe Wetherbee, district biolo­ 
gist for the state Fish and 
Wildlife Department, said dur­ 
ing a recent walk along the 
spawning grounds, "It amazes 
me that they can find their way 
up that creek There s not much 
water there as it goes out into 
the Willamette.” 
Once the river was in good 
shape, the state reared salmon 
and released them to re­ 
establish the runs

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
tapping of the telegrapher’s key 
and the single voice signal 
carried over a wire have 
become the oxcarts of electron­ 
ic communications 
Computers, transistors, mi­ 
crocircuits and other exotic 
electronic tools have turned 
telecom m unications into a 
highspeed, bulk data-moving 
industry that boasts of such 
feats as satellite teleconferenc­ 
ing, digitizing and miniplexing 
What that means is that a 
huge industry has grown up 
around the nearly instan­ 
taneous transmission of infor­ 
mation from room to room, 
state to state and nation to na­ 
tion. 
The names range from such 
giants as ITT, RCA and the Bell 
System to firms that are hardly 
known to the man in the street, 
for example, ROLM Corp., a 
Santa Clara. Calif, maker of 
computerized replacements for 
PBX telephone switchboards. 
The makers showed their 
wares and abilities at the 
Telecommunications 
Associa­ 
tion convention in San Diego 
recently. 
One development involves the 
use of a “ satellite earth 
station” in a ‘‘synchronous” or­ 
bit 22,300 miles above a city 
As explained by Southern 
Pacific Communications Co., a 
voice or data transmission 
from earth to the satellite is 
amplified and retransmitted to 
a “ground terminal” at another 
location 
Microwave or wire 
tie-ins on the ground extend the 
satellite service area 
“ For businesses requiring 
private channels over 700 miles 
in length, satellite service may 
offer cost savings over conven­ 
tional terrestrial communica­ 
tions system.” the company 
says in its sales literature 
“For relatively short distances, 
t e r r e s t r i a l 
m ic ro w a v e 
transmission generally is the 
most economic choice ” 
T e rre stria lly , or on the 
ground, numerous companies 
offer transmission and data 
processing equipment At low 
speed, the gear moves impulses 
such as teletypewriter signals 
at 300 baud, that is. bits of data 
per second 
Medium speed equipment 
jumps to 9.600 bits per second, 
in the high-speed operations 
data races at speeds as high as 
56.000 bits per second 
To the man in the street, that 
means checks written in the 
afternoon on the West Coast can 
be recorded in the memory of a 
financial institution's computer 
in New York in the evening of 
the same day 
The information for bulk 
transmission can come from 
computers and be funneled for 
high-speed movement through 
modems, devices that convert 
the data to forms suitable for 
wire or satellite transm is­ 
sion. 


Input devices include a wide 
variety of send-and-receive 
teleprinters, which can feed 
directly into a transmission 
system or into a computer. 
Many utilize solid state compo­ 
nents and have memories tor 
editing and finding functions 


An example of the sophistica­ 
tion comes from a Cable A 
W ireless Ltd 
p a m p h le t 
describing a teleprinter that 
uses "microprocessor control 
for data preparation, entry, 
mquiry-retneval. time-shanng 
applications " 
And Sidereal Corp. says its 
MICRO-NET telepnnter termi­ 
nal “makes it possible for you 
to use one standard terminal 
and have direct access to all 
networks 
Your machine can 
talk immediately to the recei­ 
v e r's m achine in its lan­ 
guage ..." 
Closely related are the 
cathode ray and video display 
term inals — input devices 
resembling a television set at­ 
tached to a typewriter key­ 
board The typed material ap­ 
pears on the screen, where it 
can be edited and corrected, 
and then is fed into computers 
or communications nets 
For the concern that trans­ 
mits on several channels, mul­ 
tiplexers are offered by com­ 
panies like Western Union In­ 
formation Systems 
The devices mix the various 
channel signals together for 
sim ultaneous, econom ical 
transmission At the receiving 
end, the signals are separated 
and fed into appropriate data 
processing equipment. 
For the sm aller hookup, 
there s a Mimplex 
On the telephone end, there s 
a n o t h e r 
d e v i c e , 
the 
communications management 
system That system hooks into 
a business house’s telephone 
system and records all calls 
m ade, by extension used, 
number called, duration and 
cost. The record lends itself to 
waste and traffic analysis by 
computer. 
Other new features include 
Telepatchers that permit in* 
house tie-ins among extension 
phones 
for do it yourself 
conference calls, Toll Control 
to limit toll abuse, and for the 
blind — a special touch system 
that augments the flashing ex­ 
tension lights on a telephone 
with buttons that pulsate up and 
down

Wax makes zipper slicker

This week the County Board 
of 
S u p e r v i s o r s 
u r g e d 
themselves, as the County 
Water Agency, and the Coun­ 
ty's Office of Environmental 
Q uality to proceed with 
soliciting proposals from con­ 
sultants to compile a master 
environmental impact state­ 
ment on the State W ater 
Project in the County. 


The study is estimated to 
cost $200,000 and the county 
has budgeted a mere $60,000, 
leaving a balance of $140,000 
which m ust come out of 
county contingency funds. 
To the county taxpayer, this 
$200,000 proposed study is just 
another example of a “ study- 
happy” government. 
The County of Santa Bar­ 
bara several years ago voted 
to participate in the State 
Water Project. It was deemed 
at that time that this county

His is not the ennobling power to 
shape bold national policies but the 
negative, petty power to frustrate and 
delay the proposals of others 
Eastland is against most of the legisla­ 
tion that passes over 
his desk He uses his 
power to kill laws, 
stall appointments and 
bog down the Senate 
w hen it t r i e s to 
override him

Jim Eastland reigns

which handles 60 per

The com m ittee has 
jurisdiction over federal courts and 
judges, civil liberties and most things 
constitutional and judicial. 
The slightest rumble from Eastland, 
therefore, registers high on the Justice 
Department’s Richter scale 
He com­ 
municates through an almost impercep­ 
tible process of grunts, raised eyebrowns 
and known smiles 
A snort will send top 
Justice officials scurrying. 
No other state is treated by the federal 
prosecutors with such delicacy as Mis­ 
sissippi 
Usually, it isn t necessary for 
Eastland even to open his mouth; Justice 
officials react to what they fear he might 
be thinking 
Any Mississippi case that 
might have political significance is 
handled with extrem e caution 
Complained a federal strike force of­ 
ficial 
"As long as Eastland remains as 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
federal investigations into Mississippi 
c o rru p tio n w ill run in to se v e re 
problems." 
A Justice Department strike force, for 
example, identified Leo Hall as a mjaor 
organized crime figure in Mississippi 
and successfully prosecuted him for 
counterfeiting 
U S 
Attorney Robert 
Haulberg followed up with another case 
against Hall for possession of a firearm . 
During the trial, Hall obtained the list 
of prospective jurors and, in effect, 
handpicked his own jury. This outrage 
was exposed and a district court clerk, 
Bob Thomas, was convicted of jury 
tampering. 
But there were some bigger fish who 
were never fried 
Strike force in­ 
vestigators charged, for example, that 
the racketeer’s banker, Herman Heines, 
persuaded Thomas to slip the jury list to 
Hall Heines is the respected president of 
the 
M ississippi 
D eposit G uaranty 
National Bank 
In v e stig a to rs also alleg ed th a t 
Southern District Court Judge Harold 
Cox, who presided over the jury tam per­ 
ing trial, met several times with Heines 
to brief him on the case 
In fact, strike 
force lawyers complained to U S. At­ 
torney Robert Haulberg that the judge’s 
actions might constitute obstruction of 
justice. 
There is no evidence that Eastland in­ 
tervened in any way 
Yet it was known 
in the backrooms of the Justice Depart­ 
ment. our sources say, that these people 
were close to Eastland 
Our sources recall that Eastland 
pushed hard for Judge Cox's appoint­ 
ment 
He finally made a deal with the 
late President John F. Kennedy, who ap­ 
pointed Cox in return for Eastland’s ap­ 
proval of Justice Thurgood Marshall for 
the Supreme Court. 
Heines is a political backer of 
Eastland, who owns a small amount of 
stock in his back. For that m atter, the 


needed fu tu re w a te r in­ 
surance. That belief has yet to 
be voided. 
If this belief still holds true, 
and we believe it does, any en­ 
vironmental impact study on 
the State Water Project should 
simply conclude that our en­ 
vironment will be properly 
sustained with a proper supply 
of water. It would seem that 
this could be declared without 
an expenditure of $200,000 to 
consultants. 
If law requires such an EIR, 
why doesn’t the State of 
California bear the cost? It is 
a state project. 
There have been so many 
studies of Santa B arbara 
County water problems that it 
would be impossible to recount 
them all. We do know one 
thing, consultants have made 
a very good living in this 
county making new studies out 
of old studies.

It is interesting to see what happened 
to the strike force when it began in­ 
vestigating Eastland’s friends After the 
accusations were made against Judge 
Cox, our sources report. Haulberg 
withdrew his support from the strike 
force, which was instructed not to press 
the investigation of Judge Harold Cox or 
Herman Heines. 


A few months later, the strike force 
was disbanded and its functions were 
turned over to the new Public Integrity 
Section 


Form er Assistant Attorney General 
Richard Thornburg, who had the respon­ 
sibility for organized crim e investiga­ 
tions. told our reporter Hal Bemton that 
the decision to disband the strike force 
did not result from political pressure. 


It is true enough that Eastland s in­ 
fluence upon the Justice Department is 
often visible 
The top officials just in­ 
stinctively avoid displeasing the power­ 
ful Mississippi senator. 


Eastland s influence has increased 
with age 
He will be 73 next month. In 
his inner sanctum, he usually slouches in 
his chair so only his head and shoulders 
appear above the desk Round-faced and 
close-mouthed, blinking through glasses. 
he has the knowing look of a stuffed owl. 
But he is one of the most shrewd old owls 
on Capitol Hill.

Aside from the emotional issues sur­ 
rounding activities of the County Ad­ 
visory Committee for the General Plan, 
there are some technical points that bear 
consideration. 
First, however, let s set the stage: A 
few years ago. the Board of Supervisors 
voted to hire planning 
consultants Livingston 
and Blayne to do a new 
general plan for the 
countv at a price of 
$500,000 
o r 
th e re a b o u ts. 
Some 
critics today say that 
the cost has escalated 
to about $750,000 
The 
c o n su lta n ts, 
now Livingston and 
Associates, have com­ 
pleted the work or 
rather have done as 
much as they intend to do without ad­ 
ditional money In order to get the job 
done and ready for public hearings in 
about November 1978. the county plann­ 
ing department staff is reviewing and up­ 
dating the docum ent provided by 
Livingston — with the help of the coun­ 
ty’s seven advisory committees. 
It should be noted that former Super­ 
visor Francis H Beattie argued unsuc­ 
cessfully against hiring the company. He 
told this reporter shortly before he left 
office that he want d to see the county’s 
general plan upda d "in-house." a job 
that he thought coulJ have been done for 
an estim ated $20 000 
Today not many people defend the hir­ 
ing of Livingston Freshman Supervisor 
Bill Wallace, for example, says the 
county should have hired a separate staff 
to do the job and thus maintain control 
over progress of the work 
Livingston circulated documents of his 
work during Beattie’s latter months in 
office amid some generalized protest*. 
Members of the Lompoc Advisory Com­ 
mittee on planning of that day exploded 
in anger They were unhappy because 
nowhere in the Livingston document 
could they see any of the fruits of their 
labors from more than two years of 
meetings 
That committee went out of existnece 
with the advent of Robert L Hedlund as 
fourth district supervisor and a new 
committee cam e into being. Most of the 
new comm ittee were new to the job, but 
there were some carryovers 
Henry 
Rivaldi, a Lompoc dairyman for one 
Rivaldi recalled the other day the com­ 
m ittee reaction to the Livingston docu­ 
ment, noting that recommendations of 
several years were apparently dis­ 
regarded 
That may have been the handwriting 
on the wall because the Hedlund com m it­ 
tee came on with a different flavor if not 
an entirely different purpose Both com­ 
m ittees were charged with m aking 
recommendations on land use and zon­ 
ing 
Both com m ittees were called 
"citizen" com mittees, the Beattie com ­ 
m ittee with mostly carryovers or re­ 
appointed* from a committee that func­ 
tioned for Beattie in the 1960s; while the 


Hedlund com m ittee contains individuals 
who either supported Hedlund’s can­ 
didacy for the Board of Supervisors, or 
who were known to put the environment 
ahead of most other considerations 
There are a few exceptions. Interesting­ 
ly enough, mem bers of the form er com­ 
m ittee were stung in their day with the 
charge that they were growth oriented, 
while members of the new committee 
are stung by criticism that they are "no- 
growth" advocates. In either case the 
members denied the characterization — 
heatedly. 
Now for som e com m ents on the 
current scene. It s no secret that the 
committee under Art Hibbits' leadership 
is running behind the schedule which has 
been outline ror completion of the work 
For that reason, the com mittee has been 
meeting e try Thursday instead of the 
previous once a month 
Goal of the committee is to review the 
zoning and land use in county areas of 
Lompoc Valley and come up with recom­ 
mendations for the assistance of the 
county planning commission. 
The com m ittee and various subcom­ 
m ittees have also vacillated, adding a 
parcel to the area inside an urban limit 
line one week, deleting it the next, re­ 
attaching a portion of the parcel the 
following week and then getting bogged 
down in confusion the following week 
No one blames Hibbits directly. Critics 
have pointed to the size of the com m it­ 
tee, at 29 members, and to its composi­ 
tion as key factors in the problems, but 
have not offered any suggestions for 
solving either problem. 
There may also be other problems, not 
the least being public indignation from 
property owners who feel threatened by 
actions of the committee. 
That assessment is borne out by the 
large number of the critics who have 
jamm ed the conference room in the 
County Administration Building for the 
weekly meetings, and by the nature of 
their dialogue with the com m ittee 
There have been a few supporters, but 
the critics have predominated 
Criticism has also been evident in let­ 
ters to the editor 
This reporter argued successfully and 
privately that the com mittee should 
eliminate the use of the word "adopt." in 
motions before it. because the word has 
a finality about it that worries a lot of 
people. After all. everyone said, the 
com m ittee m akes recom m endations 
only and opponents can have their day in 
public hearings before the county plann­ 
ing commission. 
C om m ittee leaders and Hedlund 
himself finally conceded the wisdom of 
the suggestion and agreed to use it in 
practice 
Presum ably a com m ittee 
member would now say, "I move to 
recommend to the planning commis­ 
sion " (Instead of the former, "I move to 
adopt ” ) Even this reporter was going 
around saying, "The com m ittee recom ­ 
mends." 
Then along cam e Britt Johnson, county 
planning director, who said that more 
than 90 per cent of the recommendations 
of the advisory com mittees have been 
upheld by the county planning commis­ 
sion 
There were no immediate com­ 
parison figures to indicate the track 
record of the previous com mittee in this 
respect. 
The omniscience of the current ad­ 
visory com mittees as illustrated by 
Johnson’s revelation worries a lot of peo­ 
ple. because it means decisions on land 
use and planning, no m atter how valid. 
are virtually being set in concrete 
w ithout som e of the c o n stra in ts 
historically imposed on the county plann­ 
ing commission. 
For example, the advisory committees 
don’t hold the formal and traditional 
public hearings of the planning commis­ 
sion with the usual mailed notices to 
property owners; and by no stretch of 
the imagination are the individual ad­ 
visory com m ittee members as impartial 
as planning department staff members 
in the research they do 
The most severe concern that has been 
expressed is that the advisory commit­ 
tees may in fact be pre-empting the plan­ 
ning commission in its time-honored and 
state-mandated deliberations. 'Hiere is 
evidence that some planning departm ent 
staff m embers share this concern, at 
least to the extent of feeling under 
duress in their work. For example, a 
staff member is under a very special 
pressure when he or she knows that the 
recommendati'>n from a district ad­ 
visory com m ittee bears the imprint of 
the supervisor’s appointees if not the 
supervisor himself. 
Latest to raise questions is the City of 
Lompoc Planning Commission and Jack 
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Lam , d ire c to r of th e com m unity 
development department. In essence the 
commission and Lam are asking whether 
it is proper in the first place for the ad­ 
visory com mittee to be deliberating and 
offering recommendations on urban- 
rural limit lines, especially as they 
relate to the city. 
There is serious question raised from 
the official city aimed at the committee 
procedures for still another reason. If 
the advisory committee recommenda­ 
tions are as inviolate as Johnson says 
they are, and if at the sam e time com­ 
mittee recommendations on urban-rural 
limit lines are a safe bet to be picked up 
by LAFCO and used in the formulation of 
sphere of influence determinations, the 
integrity of the city of Lompoc is serious­ 
ly threatened That is particularly true 
in light of the fact that key city officials 
question w hether the com m ittee is 
properly including official city input in 
their deliberations. 
Meanwhile there are rumbles that 
I AFCO may in fact lean heavily on the 
us ban-rural lines recommended by the 
advisory committee when LAFCO does 
the sphere of influence study for the city.

T he b u ild in g th a t

A certain 
grandeur and elegance 
pervades the offices of 
the nation’s central 
bank and regulator of 
its monetary policy. 
But late last month, 
th a t d ecorum w as 
shattered by a highly 
unusual event: 
Two 
members of the Board 
of Governors bluntly 
and publicly accused four of their 
colleagues of rewarding rather than 
punishing a bank that violated federal 
law 
Although there is no showing of im­ 
propriety. the case is fraught with 
political overtones because it involves 
the second largest bank in the city of 
Atlanta and the state of Georgia 
That institution, the First National 
Bank of A tlanta, is an influential 
member of the business and financial 
community that lined up solidly behind 
the state’s "favorite son" in the 1976 
presidential campaign — Jimm y Carter 
Terms on the Board of Governors are 
staggered and run for 14 years each, but 
if Carter serves two term s as president. 
he will have the opportunity to reappoint 
— or replace — four of the seven current 
governors.

Dear Sir: 
I was impressed with the careful selec­ 
tion of words recited by Ms. W. G. Allen, 
d ire c tre s s , The K enneth S. Cook 
Memorial Fund dedicated to Federal 
Civil Service Reform, in her letter to the 
Record published Oct. ll, 1977. 
But I 
was not much impressed with the logic 
of her thinking. 


Apparently the directress feels that 
Major Ramos should have the right 
without reproval to "buck the system " 
by any means he chooses, including in­ 
subordination and breach of contract. 
She wonders how Colonel Lawson "and 
others" get so much power to cite un­ 
satisfactory performance and to deny 
promotion She deplores such "uncon­ 
scionable management practices" and 
suggests that Dr Ramos should have 
joined 390.000 form er college students 
that have defaulted on government in­ 
sured loans they used to get through 
school 
Astonishing! 
The directress has 
suggested that Major Ramos should 
abrogate his contract to provide three 
years of m ilitary service for the $100,000 
education he received plus pay and 
allowances at taxpayer expense. While 
that might not be a legally defined incite­ 
ment to commit a crim e, it is morally 
close 


Now. as to directress’ wonderment 
regarding the power of Col. Lawson to 
reprove the unsatisfactory performance 
of his subordinate. Major Ramos — let 
us suppose that the directress has at 
least one subordinate in her chain of 
command (a secretary). Let us further 
imagine that the secretary was granted 
an extensive pay advance and then 
promptly notified the directress (her 
boss) that she would do filing work (a 
m ajor duty) only on those mornings 
when she was not tired and that, con­ 
trary to the dress convention, she would 
wear blue jean cutoffs in the office. Now 
then, should the directress have the 
power of reproval in those circum­ 
stances. and would she use that power? 
Or would she say something like — "well 
dear. never mind the pay advance (it s 
not my money), you go ahead and find 
another job you like better and I will give 
you a letter of commendation.”

The trm of Arthur F Bums doesn’t ex­ 
pire until January 1984. but his four-year 
chairmanship runs out next February. 
Many Democrats in Congress want a 
new chairman, and Bums has been 
currying favor at the White House in an 
ill-disguised effort to secure C arter’s 
blessing for a third consecutive term as 
chairman 
Overriding the objections of both an 
angry minority of the board and the 
agency’s professional staff, Bums and 
three of his colleagues recently issued a 
decision which can only be described as 
being overly solicitous of the Atlanta 
bank’s interests 
The bankd and its parent corporation, 
a holding company, had come to the 
board seeking approval of a plan to 
acquire two sm aller Georgia banks, in 
Savannah and Dalton. 
Bank holding companies are required 
by federal law to obtain the Board of 
Governors’ approval before they take 
control of additional banks 
In the 
Georgia case, the Board concluded that 
the Atlanta bank had "acquired indirect 
ownership and control ... of both banks 
without the Board s prior approval, in 
violation" of the Bank Holding Company 
Act 
That m ajority opinion cited a pattern 
dating back to 1969. involving millions of 
dollars worth of what were, in effect, 
interest-free loans from the Atlanta bank 
to its directors, enabling it to sidestep 
the law by buying stock in the Savannah 
and Dalton banks in their own names 
After acknowledging the violation of 
law, the m ajority of the Board of Gover­ 
nors nevertheless found mitigating cir­ 
cumstances which it believed justified 
after-the-fact approval of the illegal act 
That decision was supported by a bare 
majority of four of the seven governors. 
"A dissent from one of two governors 
isn’t at all unusual in these cases, but a 
board divided right down the middle is 
quite rare," says one knowledgeable 
observer. 
Eyebrows were raised at the Fed not 
only by the 4-3 split but also by the excep­ 
tionally strong language of the dissent 
signed by two of the three governors 
voting in the minority. 
Alleging that the Atlanta bank’s 
"financial resources do not meet the 
Board s normal standards for expan­ 
sion," the dissent said the majority opi­ 
nion had turned "violations of the 
iw) 
into a positive factor favoring ap­ 
proval." 
At least one congressional committee 
already is conducting a preliminary in­ 
vestigation into the Fed s decision 
A 
full inquiry is needed to dispel any hint of 
another Georgia banking scandal early 
in C arter’s tenure
